Just shipped 6,500 40-meter FT-243 crystals to John Morris out at 
Phoenix Products (Nevada, MO) (see Tom Rice's previous post on this 
fella). That ought to solve the blank & holder problem for 40. The 
rocks I sent were on 25-Kc intervals (7.0, 7.025, 7.050, etc.) as well 
as a number just below the band which can be ground up into the low 
end. There are also a few RCA rocks which are a slightly different 
holder style -- same dimensions but no front plate (the whole top comes 
off). If you gut one of these, you can bore a hole in the top, insert 
your favorite coax, and use it as a connector for your VFO! 


Please cut John some slack! It's going to take a while for the rocks 
to get there. And it'll obviously take him time to unpack, inventory, 
and store the beasts before he can even think of grinding some to 
order. Some patience is required. The shipment went out this morning, 
so it'll be at least a week before he gets them. 


That covers 40 meters. Now, if you happen to have a slug of 80-meter 
FT-243 rocks, you might contact John as those are in short supply as 
well. All modern crystal blanks are round, whereas these old beasts 
are rectangular or square. The only source of supply, therefore, is 
from old original rocks. Can someone out there help? 


Good luck, and happy Boatanchoring. Remember that there are xveryx few 
folks catering to fools like us, so be sure to support ‘em.

(At least for the 
moment). Going to start disassembling the new (Old) R-390A tonight. 

This will be a big project for me as I haven't touched one in 27 Years. 

But, after having the unit for two weeks, a lot of memories are returning 

and I realize how great the unit performs 

Now before I start, I want everone to know that it is a full functioning unit 
( Thanks Phil). Except for the 16 KC bandpass selection.. Someone aligned 

dead on to 455KC instead of stagger tuning a couple of IF.s Sensitivity drops 
a few DB on BC siganls when I switch from 8 KC to 16. 

The Depot manual has all the alignment instructions to correct that. 


The front Panel is about a 7 and will require stripping and repainting, The 
engraving will have to be cleanned out, but the stripper should take care of 
it all. 

BTW, I read about guys going to great extremes to get the white line on the 
knobs to look right. Thats the simplest part of the process. Just Like 
renewing the engraving on the front panel. Once the knobs and panel are 
painted and cured, just buy a small pint can of pure white enamel and 


using a small brush, paint in the cracks. Wait a few seconds and wipe off with 
a damp paper towel (water first and the Paint thinner) 


At any rate I am no Rick Mish or Chuck Ripple, but the radio is not that hard 
to get back to looking like new. 


Any comments are warnings are just plain your a S head. All will be 
welcome

Hmm... What is all this about? 


I recently ‘finished' working on my HQ-180 -- and have begun to notice some 
distortion on BC signals with the selectivity set to the highest (6 KC in 
the AM position). If I decrease the selectivity to the next setting (4 KC on 
AM) there is no distortion at all... which is, of course, backwards to what 
I would expect (at least the thing isn't tuning backwards like rich's (K7SZ) 
HQ-110 (I think) -- Thank God!) 


I VERY carefully aligned all of the IF stages to precisely (well, as close 
as I could) the stated IF frequencies (3035, 455, 60 Kc). 


..and now Al is talking about "stagger tuning a couple of IF's"... 


After reading through the Receiver Design section of my 1952 Handbook (I 
like that volume as that is the year that I was born :) I see things about 


the fact that IF amplifiers need to be relatively wideband -- 10 Kc or so 
for good ‘fidelity’ -- makes sense. My HQ-180 is acting like I have managed 
to tweak something too 'tight' so that I chopped off part of the IF response 
“SKIL a. 


The Hammarlund documentation says nothing about any of this... I have 
considered just tuning in a BC station (50kw station KOA in Denver is a good 
bet around here) and diddling with the IF alignment to see what would happen 
-- but thought that I might ask some grey-beards first (Heads up Al...). 
Have also considered plotting the response as a function of frequency to see 
what the 'skirt' really looks like -- which would be an interesting 
experiment in itself...

Construction was very straight forward with no surprises or frustrations. 

I assembled it, aligned it and used it. Mind you, I had been servicing 
broadcast equipment for about 12 years at that time so I knew how to solder 
a phenolic PCB and owned the right iron to do it with. 


I have never had to fix this radio since I built it and I really like it. 

The selectivity is good on both CW and SSB and the sensitivity is not bad 

but it does not compete with my R4 in either department. That is also okay, 
I mated it to a DX60 and a Butternut HF2V so I wasn't loud enough to work 

the really weak ones anyway. Heath never built a great receiver but with the 
HR1680 they built a good one.

Greetings to all, 


This posting is in response to N50FF's posting on this subject. 


There really are a lot of different thoughts out there about the origin 
of the R-725. I do not claim to know the answer. I can say this with a 
reasonable amount of certainty. It is true that the R-725 was made from 
existing R-390A's. The radio was re-nomenclatured by the Military and 
the name plate was changed to indicate the manufacturer (modifier) and 
new model (R-725). I have only seem R-725's by two manufacturers, 
Salvo, and Arvin. Of the five units that I sold recently, three were 
Salvo and two were Arvin. The back plate of the receivers and each 
individual subchassis had the nomenclature of the original manufacturer 
of the R-390A (in this case all were EAC). There had been some attempt 
to remove the original data from the back of the main chassis on both of 
the Arvin rigs. The new IF chassis and plainly marked by their 
manufacturer, Arvin or Salvo. 


I have not seen or heard of an R-725 converted from a Collins R-390A. 
That does not mean that this did not happen. However, if one of these 
exists, I would wonder if someone did not simply substitute the IF 
chassis from a genuine R-725. Fair Radio Sales has been selling them 
from time to time. By the way, they are now selling used, repairable 
R-725's for $650. How about that! A genuine Collins made R-725 would be 
a real find. If you have one, check to see if the extra filament 
transformer module is in place under the chassis. It will be on all 
authentic R-725's regardless who manufactured or modified them. 


One thing for sure, authentic R-725's will not have a Collins name 
plate on them unless someone has had a new counterfeit name plate made. 
That is very easy to do.

I wonder in anyone has any knowledge or ideas about the use of TV 
vertical output transformers from tube era B&W sets as audio output or 
modulation transformers. 


I've been fiddling with one recently that looks like about an 8-10 watt 
size. I used the HP 200CD oscillator and an AC voltmeter to work out the 
turns ratio which is about right to match 400-5000 ohms to a voice coil. 
The freq response seems to roll off at around 10 KHz which would be OK 
for communications quality. 


Does anyone know anything about the design parameters of these 
transformers and whether they might be suitable for audio? Send me 
replies by private email and if there's any worthwhile ideas (including 
the results of experiments I want to do with a real live 6V6) I'll post 
it to the list.

Well folks, I actually escaped from work today early (yay!) and I've got 
the R-390 (non-A) power mods all figured out. And what a mess they 
were. 


The extra transformer provided 26 VAC to the heaters with the exception 
of the calibration crystal oven with the unit off. That is until 
someone wisened up to this and clipped the two wires that feed the 
heater in the VFPTO. However, the cal crystal oven was still fed off 
the 25 VAC supply in the power supply, and only when the unit was on! 
Plus, the unit was rewired so that the 24 VDC supply fuse for dynamotor 
operation was the fuse for this wacky extra transformer, complete with 
20 (yes twenty!) amp fuse. Yeah, that is some mighty great short 
protection. I doubt that x-former could pull 20 amps LONG enough to zap 
that fuse. Sheesh! Talk about anal engineering, pulling it from you 
know where. Well, all that crap is exorcised from the set, and my dirt 
queen is on the way to recovery. 


So, HERE IS THE $100 QUESTION: I know that I don't want to use the 
heaters that were selected by the heater switch, as they mess stuff up. 
(VFPTO and the other place I cannot remember off the top of my head) 


But what about the cal xtal oven? Do I really want that unit heated? 
Seems to me that disconnecting it would lower the fire risk and 
what-not. Anyone have any advice? 


For what it is worth: This unit will probably never be mint/showroom, 
so I'm more focused on making her a blue collar unit, which is why I'm 


even considering doing anything less than 100% original.

I found the source of the problem with Ranger 2 (buzzy VFO in standby mode). 
Turned out to be a dud electrolytic in the bias supply. There was 75 volts 
DC bias but riding along was 50 volts of AC ripple! This caused the keyer 
tube to cycle the VFO at a rate of 120 Hz causing the buzzy signal. Simple 
solution after I tore apart the VFO compartment trying to fix the VFO :) 
Thanks to those who offered assistance.

The VFO does not seem to cut off completely and produces a very rough 
sounding, wide signal (120 Hz buzz) when not being keyed. Could this be 
caused by a faulty filter cap in the bisa supply? The bias for the VFO, 
keyer tube and the modulator comes from a_ pair of taps on the LV power 
transformer, to a full wave rectifier (6AL5), and a pair of 15 mfd 
electrolytics.

Here are a couple of ideas for you, Lee. 


Richard Measures, AG6K, may have a kit for replacing the parasitic 
suppressor resistors with some different resistors and nichrome wire. I 
have used this solution in a pair of 4-1000A amp and it worked GREAT! You 
might consider contacting him to find out if he has a kit for the LK-500. 


Also, most linear amplifiers that use two tubes in parallel will work just 
fine with only one tube installed. You could install the good one and see 
how much it puts out by itself and then replace it with the questionable one 
and see if there is a difference. If the difference is significant, say 20% 
less power out from one compared to the other, the low powered one should 
probably be replaced. Of course, it is always possible that they are BOTH 
low and they operate the same .

This sounds exactly like the product detector mod that was described in 
the Italian magazine article that was distributed several months back. 
You can look to see if there is an extra tube added to the audio 

deck and some shielded cables running from the IF deck, to the MODE 


switch, then on to the audio deck....this would pretty much establish 
what mod it was. I'm speaking from memory since I don't have my 
copy of the article in front of me....but basically the mod swapped 


out the old bfo switch. The extra tube added to the audio deck was 

a 2-section nine pin job with one section being a product detector 

and the other section being a crystal controlled bfo. The mode switch 
would select one of two crystals for either USB or LSB, the existing 
BFO, or BFO off for AM listening. The crux of the article was that 

it appeared that some rigs were modified in this fashion by one of the 
manufacturers as a test (I think EAC).

I finally ran into an arcus fivus I could not easily tame, last night. 
I had the unit on (3-4mhz) all ready for the usual Nightly BA/GB QRG 
and happened to set the FS meter against the antenna lead with the B+ 
on and noticed a couple of minor divisions of output, key up! Awash 
in the bilges me were, mateys, with such cantankerous actions akin to 
high mutiny, it be. Alas, after scoping the rig out, I can't seem to 
find anything in particular that would give it the key-up oscillation 
syndrome. To me that implies that a leakage path is occurring around 
the cathode to ground. There is no way for that logically to occur, 
unless perhaps R-75 was decreasing in value reducing the idling bias 
during key-up. One other possibility might be that the screen or plate 
bypasses were open internally, allowing a feedback loop to occur at 

a slight trickle of current giving the few milliwatts of parasitic 


oscillation key-up. Anyone got any ideas offhand? The rig is 100% 
stock and the normal bathtub caps are still fine from what I can tell 
and it does not chirp under keying. The bypasses are pretty good HV 
micas so they are not usually prone to going. I changed tubes several 
times in the finals and and tweaked the neutralization, and it still 
does it, albeit somewhat less than before. Semi-stumpped, me be..... 
Comments and suggestions from the arcusfivus crewe welcomed.
